DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-30 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach or suggest providing a stream of liquid 
feedstock comprising a volatizable non-halogenated metal oxide precursor and injecting 
the stream of the liquid feedstock into a stream of combustion gas to atomize the liquid 
feedstock within the stream of combustion gas. 

The prior art of record does not teach with necessary specificity fumed silica 
satisfying the equations specified in claim 25. In order to anticipate the claims, the 
claimed subject matter must be disclosed in the reference with "sufficient specificity to 
constitute an anticipation under the statute." What constitutes a "sufficient specificity" is 
fact dependent. MPEP 2131 .02. In the instant case, it appears that atomizing the liquid 
feedstock post combustion of the combustion fuel is a feature that distinguishes over 
the prior art and is necessary to form fumed silica satisfying the equations specified in 
claim 25.
